person shall be entitled for or on account of such dam-
ages or fees.
Section 2. The proviso to section sixty-six of the Repeat
chapter to which this act is amendatory, and all acts
and parts of acts inconsistent with or contravening’any
of the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed. ;.
